Dr. W. D. Amiok. oomiMUiy pbyal- 
Olan; F. D. Johnaon. bookkaAper, and 
Joseph Hhlelor, electrician, of the 
Olan Alum CuhI Company, were mur- 
darad by highwaymen juat befora 
noon Friday. 

This startling Information reached 
b«re In shape of a measace to Hherlir 
O. W. HatAetd, who Immediately or- 
ganised a poBne and started to the 
A):.,.j on u Mpvcliil tniln, plaood at hia 
disposal by N. & W. nindals. 

Walter Speed, the N. * W. agwnt at 
aien Alum, telephoned to olllctals of 
the Olen Alum Coal Compaay. who 
were In WllllamHon attending court, 
that the ImmUfh of the murdered men 
had been dlncovi'i i«l liy two traveling 
men wliu were walking (rum the sta 
Hon toward tlie camp. 

Other meaaagas were received By- 
tha oOlolals of tAa company, but none 
of tham g»va further detalU. It was 
not atsted whathar the thraa victims 
hud ix-en allot or killed in aoau otiMr 

manner. 

It was auted hera that tba aaouat 
or moDoy aeeured by the htgtawayiaan 

waa In the neighborhood of tlO.OOO. 
. The money waa shipped un Nu. li> 
ifrocn a Lynchburg bank and Ur. 
Amick, Johnson and Hhlelor met the 
train tu act as guards from the Olen 
Alum sutlon to tha ooai.eamp, a dia 
tanoe of four nllea. 

Tbe murder o<^curred somewhere 
between the main line Htiillnn and the 
oamp. The topograithy uf the locality 
!• meh as to afford numaroua bidiag 
'pikcaa near tha track. 

Evidently the highwaymen were 
well posted as to the mlsnloii of their 
victims end It la bellcveU by loca" 
authorities that the hlghwaynu'ii lay 
In wait and shot down their victims 
befora BaJdng any demand for tba 
monay. 

It is alKo believed tlMt Ah* WMasMna 

are employene of tha dwil Alum oom 
Jinny or hud > employeea at some 
time or other. .No word riNn )u il Iii-re 
until press time Uiat there wua uny 
real clua to their identity, 

Tha aaaaaalns wara doubtless ac 
tiutLinttd with the Conditions at Olen 
Alum, for they choae a most auspicious 
time for their foul deed. General 8u- 
piTlnlnident YoHl. TreaHurer Fink 
and ilubcrt Butcher, apeclaJ olllcer, 
and Jdaglstrate Howard Toler wore nil 
Id WIlHamsnn attending court aa wit- 
nesses, and until the 'arrival of. the 
sheriff with his iiuhho there was no 
one to organise pursuit. 

Nu. IG passes Olen Alum at 11:06 a. 
m. It was probably haU an hour lawr 
whan tbe three men met thatr death 
The first mcaaage reached here about 
1:20 and at 2:\r> the engine carrying 
the Mherirf' H yiuMf left for Glen Alum, 
u diRtance of SU mil 

It wits stated that a stop would ba 
made at Matewan to take on tha 
bloodhounds owned by Al Uoskin*. 
These dogs arc young but have shown 
well on the trail. 

Meaaages have been sent to every 
atation along the N. & W. and scores 
of olBoers are watching every train. 
ShorKT Hatfield wiU take his posse 
intp tlia mountains and the vlcloua- 
naaa of the crime makes It almoat 
certain that the aasaaalna will offer 
resistance If found. 

The three murdered men were 
among the prominent cltisaos of tba 
county. Dr. AmIck wiw widely known 
and had been physician^ at (lion Alum 
for a number of yearn. Ili' wuh prom- 
inent in public altalPH mid whh well 
liked and highly rqBpr. i. a, iic \rn\,-tt 
a wife and several children. 

Mr. Johnson waa a native at Lynch - 
bwg and had been In tba emplqy of 
the company for several years. He 
la also survived by a wife and family. 

Mr, Shlelor's home, It Is stated, was 
In Floyd county, YtlClnla. Ho was 
alngle.

One of the bandits, Harve Prater, 
late tonight entered the AlnwUk sta- 
tion of the Norfolk & Western rail- 
way several mllee from War Eagle and 
at the point of a revolver ordered the 
telegraph operator to signal a light 
••iiKliiK ici HiDp, I'raler clambered Into 
the lull anil, ciiverlng the locomotive 
driver with his revolver, made him 
proceed west. The operator trlenraph- 
ed to War Eagle to have the enxine 
stopped, but Prater made the engineer 
dlaregard tha signal and ordered him 
to proceed to Within halt a mile of 
(ilen Alum where he made him atop 
and escaped. 

Judgs Damron's massage can be 
taken as autbentio and the mortalities 
thus far number more than a doaen 
Including the three men slain when the 
payroll wan atnlen — two deputy sher- 
IITs. killed when Ihi- ImiiiiIIIh ambuahed 
the posae: two robbers killed tonight 
when they were surronadM; and at 
least half doaen of the puwu ara killed 
when the pease ba«aaM dlaorgantaed 
In the darknaaa and flrad Into Its own 
ranks.

Tba situation Is momentarily be* 
coming mora serious and alarming. 
KIther the bandits were In greater 
numbers than anticipated or they have 
been reinforced since being traced to 
the Spring Fork branch of Ben Creek. 
The wildcat ejcoltament prevailed 
among tbe poaae beoauae of tba firing. 

It WHS reported from War Eagle at 
10: KG that two of the bandits had 
escaped from a thicket and entered a 
cavo. The offlcers sent to War KaRle 
for explosives snd will blow up tbe 
cave. This message eonflrtned report 
of killing of two bandits, and stated 
tlint n third was wounded. 

The niimeH of but two of those kill- 
ed In the battles today are known. 
These were: 

a. T. KpUiiK. llMldwIn-Felts detec- 
tive, Rtntiiine<l a I Th.irker, this county, 
for n number uf years. 

wiiiiiim Kurwell, of Twin Branch, 
.Mir^owi'il cntinty, also a Baldwln- 
I'ellH delprtlve. 

IM MduntH. one of .'^Iw rirr llatlleld h 
posae, was shot through the hip and 
may be fatally wounded. 

Both Rpllng and Burwell died on the 
firing line, the bandits having Arst 
been run to their lair on a Httle stream 
known as the Spring Fork branch of 
Hen Creek. 

In a natural fnrtreas high np nn the 
mountainside the bandits r.l tlrst had 
all the advantage of their piirsuora. 
The first battle was fought about noon 
today when ten members of Sheriff 
Hatnald's poaaot who bad been hot on 
the trail all day drat oama within rifle 
range. A hundred or more shots were 
excbanKed and after Mounts wnp 
wounded, the posse drew off to await 
relnforcementa and to give flanking 
parties time to opme tip. The bandlta 
also' killed «n« at tba b)pod hounds. 

Bpling, BnrwUI and a number of 
other Baldwin-Felts men were first to 
ooma. up lifter .Mounts had been 
ijvoundad. Brave and fearless, these 
two aMU wttk othara following at- 
tempted to aaoehd tba mountain, their 
plan being to take tba bandits by sur- 
prise If poaalble. The treee and under- 
brush did not afCord complete conceal- 
ment and they were picked off by the 
bandlta, who are armed with high- 
power guns. The bodlee of the two 
men were recovered with great diffi- 
culty. 

The two Riaahea served to Identify 

three nf the bandits, all of them young 
nu ll and native Americans. They are 
allcKed to be Harve Prater, Mel Sara- 
eon and Young Bud Rutherford, alias 
Hurley. The Identity of two others, 
supposed to be In the band, has not 
been learned. Two of them are said 
to have criminal records and nil have 
always been rek'iirdod as danKeroiis 
and desperate f^iui. About one year 
ago Prater killed his father- and elder 
brother at their home on Knox Creek, 
but escaped punishment by pleading 
that he 'came to hIa father's rescue 
when "the elder brnlher assaulted him. 
Bnmaon hiis served ii term In the pen- 
(tc'tlnrv ni.InK I'p frnni this county on 
being convicted the second time for 
oarrylng a pistol. Ho hod been nut of 
prison about atx months. Rutherford's 
father, whose flrit name Is nisn Uud 
riiitherford, was arrested this after- 
111. II Is not believed, however, that 
he was with the others when the CEtme 
was committed, but he might hava 
been an accomplloa. Measagaa from 
Bharirr Hatflald Indloate that the of 



t posse, SberlS Hatfleld'had but twenty 
men when he left here, while the 
searching party now numbers close to | 
flve hundred. As news of the battle i 
, spread, the men, probably flve hiin- 1 
dred In number, scattered about over 
several miles of territory and began 
to assemble around the lair of the ban- 
dits. Before night tan It was entirely 
surrounded. Judge Damron and sev- 
eral officers left for the scene this 
evening to prevent a lynching- If poa- 
Hihle. .shenrr llatfleld had been fully 
convinced all day that the men will 
never surrender, {t was bis plan to 
advance on the bandits from all aides 
before dark to prevent. If possible, 
further loss of life. It was almost 
certain that another final battle will 
be fought and news- Of it was expected 
here at any minute. Although rain 
poured In torrents, BherUf Hatfleld and 
hla posse clung to thtf, trail. 

So slow and dangerous waa their 
progress iIkU ihey covered a distance 
of leas than flve miles. The bandlta 
also met almoat Insurmountable dif- 
ficulties, but the storm was In their 
favor, making their trail harder to 
follow. At one point they fell or 
Jumped down a sheer precipice thirty 
feet lilKh. A flaah light which gave 
out during the night was found by 
their pursuers. Particles of soap were 
also found along tbe trail, tbe bandits 
havlnfT used It to baffle the hounds. 

The trail led across the mountains 
towards the home of Young Bud 
Hutherford. which is on Ben Creek and 
only a short dlatnnc from where the 
bandits were run to earth. Hurley's 
home IS not more than three miles 
from the scene of the murder. 

AniiiMtr ihoHe wlio followed the trail 
all iiliibt was Young Anse Hatfleld, son 
of the famous Devil Anse. He proved 
more efllclent on the trail than the 
blood heunda keeping ahead of them 
all night. 

Additional details of the murder of 
the three coal company olflcers ahow 
the crime to have been one of the moat 
brutal ever committed here. Dr. Amlck 
died firat, the flrat shot knocking him 
from the motor oar to the ground. He 
was shot from the mountainside to the 
left. Immediately Johnson and Shellor 
Jumped from the car down ii small em 
bankment which screened them from 
Amlck's assassin, but the bandlU were 
ambushed on both sides of the track 
and the two men were shut In the 
back. 

Dr. Amlck waa shot eight tlmea al- 
though the lirHt one killed him Inatant- 
ly. Johnaon and Shellor were shot five 
or six times each. Most of the shots 
were flred from close range, some of 
them from a shotgun and others from 
rifles and revolvers. The Identity of 
the others cannot be learned. 

In the liiHt battle today it was re- 
|>nrted that Detective Lindsay Hatfield

rtomoi Italy, Aug. 19.— Pope Plus Is 

dead. 

The above meHHUKe was received at 
the New York office of the United 
Freaa from ita Rome correspondei)t, 
Henry Woods. Earlier messages today 
Indicated that His Holiness was In a 
vcrj bad way. The first bulletin to- 
day said he waa threatened with pneu- 
monia. It waa stated his slater and a 
doctor were conatantly at his bedside. 
It was later reported that Cardinal 
Merry del Cal. the Papal secretary of 
Sute, had summoned back to Rome 
all of the Cardinals who recently^left 
there. 

The , cable announcing his death wiiH 
received at 2:26 p. m. The death uf 
the Pope was due to the war. He died 
practically of a broken heart For 
days before the war broke- out he was 
deeply concerned and he notified all 
heads of the church throughout Europe 
to work for peace. Up until hostilities 
actually began, the Pope did not be- 
lieve that war could come between civ- 
ilized nations at this late day. When 
ho heard that Germany had declared 
war on Russia, and realized that the 
spark actually had been kindled be 
broke down. His Holinesa swooned 
and was unconscious for several min- 
utes. Physicians were called in and 
had to minister powerful restoratives. 
There was a slight recovery and the 
Pope waa able to be about the Valloan 
He spent most of his time in prayer. 
When tbe Elmporer of Austria asked 
that he send his blessing to the Aus 
trian forces, the Pope solemnly and 
sorrowfully sent word that he would 
bless all . the combatants. That he 
considered all of tliein hla children. 

Finally, he Issued an appeal to every 
Catholic throughout the world to ap- 
peal for peace. This appeal was dis- 
tributed broadcast. As the news of 
the terrible fighting began to reach- the 
\'atlcan, the sorrow of the Pope be- 
came very great. He had long spells 
of weeping, and would sit for hours at 
a time, jaurmoring prayers for the 
d^ng. 

On Sunday he was too ill to leave 
his bed. The doctors In attendance 
were not iilarmed at that. His sick- 
ness, w-lik-h at that time believed to be 
bronchial catarrh coupled with gouty 
manifestations, would yield to treat- 
ment, but It ^Id not. Tet while con- 
ecinus, he prayed Incessantly. When 
the doctors gave him liquid nourish- 
ment, he would shake hla head In mild 
protest. It waH plain he realized that 
he woe very 111, but it was also plain 
to those about him that tbe melan- 
choly Induced by the war waa having 
a more depressing effect upon him than 
waa his actual Illness. It wai> also 
certain that the cause uf deatb would 
be a broken heart. The spirit that had 
animated His Holiness in his past bat- 
tle with the Illnesses which have at- 
tended him was absent this time, so to- 
day the members uf his household 
prepared for the end.

AN ATTACK ON ILLITERACY. 

In an effort to banish illiteracy from 
ilii ir Imiiii-iH a luiniber of c-oiinlies in 
Kentucky have decided to iiiHlilute a 
moonlight school campaign. 

Tbe movement Is being encouraged 
by the Kentucky Illiteracy Commis- 
sion and the cuuntie.^ which have 
manifested their intention of tJiklng 
part arc Montgomery, Lincoln, Hardin, 
Clay, McCreary, Mercer, Orayson, 
Pike, Clinton, Leslie, Kenton and 
Campbell. Some of them are rural 
oountlCH while others contain oitles or 
towiia of coiiMiilerable Mize. Septtmber 
7 ia the date that ha.i lieeii selected 
for u concerted attack on illiteracy and 
by that time, it is to be hoped, other 
counties will be ready to take part 

Rowan, a mountain county. Is the 
home of the moonlight school. .As- 
suredly a method of opeiailoii which 
can bring about the practical banish- 
ment of illiteracy from a mountain 
county can be prosecuted successfully 
in other counties, A thousand moon- 
light schools In Kentucky under the 
direction of competent and conscien- 
tious teachers would make a lasting 
Impresalon on the State's illiteracy 
record and ifould raise Kentucky sev- 
eral polnu In the educational scale. 

There are comparatively few persons 
who are illiterate as a matter of 
choice. .Moat of the Illiterates would 
welcome an opportunity to loarn how 
tu read and write. This was demon- 
strated in Rowan county when men 
and women of advanced age, some of 
them In the octogenarian cUum. gladly 
became puplU In the moonlight schools 
and diligently labored to throw off thev 
burden of Illiteracy. The people of 
Rowan differ In nowise from the peo- 
ple who inhabit other counties in the 
State and what has been done there 
can be done elsewhere. 

Tbe moonlight school movement is 
not impractical. On the contrary. It 
i.M probably the nioHl prmtii-al way of 
ellminlating Illiteracy that hua been 
devised. It can be made a success in 
any county where teaobera and school 
"ffT*^'" will devote the necessary 
snergy to It— Oourier-Jout-u«l.

Frankfort Ky., Aug. 18. — Notice wa.s 
served today on the contractors who 
secured contracts from the State Text- 
book Commission to furnish ni-hool 
books In this State by Burksdale Ham- 
lett. Superintendent of Public Inatruc- 
tion, that unless the law was oomplled 
with and the books tumlshad Imme- 
diately he would take steps to forfeit 
the contracts. Hamlett says that he 
is not looking for the school book de- 
pository to furnish the books at the 
time specified by law, but Is looking to 
the publishers. 

The letter follows: 

"^ lJll have secured iindfr the Ken- 
tucky act of 1914 a contract for furnish 
ing textbooks In Kentucky. This con- 
tract should date from July 16, 19t4, 
but in view of certain delays In the 
In the Textbook Commission's adop- 
tion of textbooks for the State, the 
commission extended tu you and other 
successful bidders the courtesy of giv- 
ing you until the first day of August. 
1014, to supply the legally appointed 
dealers with theue books. 

"The schuolK of this State under the 
law. open on ihe llr.st Monday In July, 
1 have u.-^i d my be.-it endeavors to ac- 
commodate the publishers of textbooks 
who have seciirod these contracts by 
giving them every consideration pos- 
sible in the matter of extension of 
tlma 

"Now the tlma baa come when these 
books must be 'furnished Immediately 
according to your contract with the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky or else I 
shall without further notice Institute 
lend proceedings against you looking 
to the forfeiture of your bond and 
contract for the sale of the textbooks 
In the State of Kentucky. 

"I am not looking to any Intermed- 
iary which may be known as a school 
depository, either located in Louisville 
or In any other county in the Common- 
wealth, but I am lookln* directly to 
you as the contractor with whom these 
contracts have been made by the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky and expect 
you to see that these books are with- 
out further delay distributed under 
the terms of your contract and In ac- 
cordance with the act of 1914.

London, Aug. 17.— (7:20 a. m.)— A 
dispatch to the Chronicle from Paria 
says that the fYench Foreign Minister, 
Premier VivonI, replying to the Amer- 
ican offer of mediation, remarked that 
France had been attacked despite her 
steady refusal to Uke the aggressive, 
and said. In thanking President Wil- 
son: "Tou may be assured that the 
French Government and people will 
recognise ia your idea new avidenae of 
your Interest in the deattnies of 
France." 

Washington, Aug. 17.— Germany baa 
acknowledged receipt of President 
Wilson's proffer of good offices In me- 
diation or arbitration. All the warring 
countries except Rusaia have now re- 
plied. 

Ready ta Aet 

Washington, Aug. 17.— The reply of 
the French Premier to President Wil- 
son's offer of mediation Is not under- 
stood to be final at the State Depart- 
ment nor Indicating an indisposition 
on the part of ti.e FYench Oovernment 
to consider tl^[|^oposal. It is con- 
strued only as a polite acknowledge- 
ment of the offer and about what was 
to be expected at this time. 

The Administration did not expect 
that mediation would be l oiiKuiered In 
the first heat of conlliei mil iK-fore 
any great or decisive battles had been 
fought. The offer was made almplr 
to remind the participants In the war 
that the United States stands ready 
to act without discrimination in the 
effort to bring about peace when 
the time ia ripe. 

This view was set forth clearly by 
Secretary Bryan in a recent comment 
upon the President's mediation offer. 

Willing to Listen. 

"It may be some time before the na- 
tions engaged In the European war wtH 
be willing to listen to any suggestion 
of mediation," he said, "but the Pres- 
ident, In tendering the good offleea of 
the Oovernment at this time, has 
measured up to the responsibilities of 
the nation and to tbe expectations of 
the American people. 

"The United States atands for peace 
— for its preservation as long as It can 
pos.sible be preserved — and In oaae of 
war It stands for the restoration of 
peace at the earliest possible moment. 
When the anger of the bllUgerent na- 
tions has sufflolently abated thoy will 
find the President waiting to rend«r 
such aaslst.ince as may be within hla 
power In the direction of accommoda- - 
tlon and counciliation. He has sent the 
dove out of the ark In search of dry 
land — God speed Its return with an 
olive leaf." 

Cause of Russia's Dslsy. i 

Secretary Bryan, consistent with hitf 

refusal to discuss the replies from any 
of the Powers, would not go into de- 
tails as to Germany's acknowledge- 
ment, but It Is understood, like tbe 
others received, to be only an ac- 
knowledgement. 

DiUlculties of communication with 
Berlin are taken as the cause for the 
delay In Emperor William's reply. All 
the others replied several days ago." It 
la known here that tbe offer has been 
received at the St. Petrsburg forlgs 
ofllce, but because Russian officials say 
they have been unable to get It to Km- 
porer Nicholas, acknowledgement has 
been delayed. 

Answers Noneommittal. 

While none of the replies received 
from any of the Kiiropean Govern- 
ments specifioinlly rejects the tender of 
good offices made by the United States, 
some acknowledgements are accom- 
panied by statements of the replying 
nation's position In the conflict. De- 
partment officials were Inclined to re- 
sard the answers as noncommittal and 
believed more delliiite answers might 
be given later, especially If any of the 
principals in the war showed an In- 
clination to treat for peace

PREVENTION OP THE 

BLACK LBQ M CATTLE. 



The prevalence of black leg in cat- 
tle has resulted in many requests upon 
the Experiment Station for information 
and assistance In controlling this dis- 
ease. Prevention Is the keynote to all 
efforts looking to the control and erad- 
ication of black leg. 

When the carcasses of diseased ani- 
mals are burled care should be taken 
that the drainage from the grave does 
not infect new poaturea. It la alwaya 
desirable to cover he bottom of the 
pit with Ume or other strong dialnfect- 
ant Any or all ot the above precau- 
tions may, tindw' certain conditions, be 
impracticable to the farmer and in thla 
emergency vaccination becomes an Im- 
mediate necessity. 

As the result of investigations car- 
ried on by French sclentlests It has 
been found that when a very small 
quantity of the muscle juice from an 
animal dead froin black leg is injected 
beneath the skin of susceptible cattle 
an Immunity is established which pro- 
tects them against subsequent Inocu- 
lations of larger amounts of highly 
virulent material. 

Black leg 'vaccine made by the U. S. 
Bureau of Animal Industry, accom- 
panied by <lelailed Information for its 
use, can be procured free of charge 
upon application to the Kentucky Agri- 
cultural nxperlment Station. Mean- 
while equipment for the manufacture 
of black leg vncolne will bo Installed 
In the Veterliiarv Department of the 
Kentucky Agricultural Experiment Sin 
tion. so that veterinarians and farmers 
can aeeure the same at any time, and 
protect their cattle against this dls- 
In the spring and fall of the yaar.

THC l»ANAMA CANAL. 

Concerning the opening of the Pan- 
ama Canal which occurred Saturday, 
August 15th, the NETtVS has seen noth- 
ing better than the following from the 
Ijouisvilie Times of that date: 

"Today the Panama Canal is oen to 
the world's traflfc.

"A WAR OF MISCALCULATIONS." 

A special correspondent of the New 
York Times at Berlin. Frederick W. 
Willie, now writiriK from l.rf>ndon, 
terms the "Elan" of the Germans u 
miscalculation, and one which will 
cause nation wide gnashing of teeth 
when the gravity of the miscalcula- 
tions is popularly understood. Mr. 
Willie particularizes as follows: 

"At present the Germans are hope- 
les.sly in the dark. Drunk with self- 
confldence, they are being dragged 
deeper and deeper Into the Uncertain- 
ties of a world war In the beUef that 
the sword has been forced Into the 
Kaiser's hand. 

"(Jerinaiiys miscaloiilatlons have 
been both political and military. They 
began with the cocksure supposition 
that the Triple Entente would not 
withstand the shock of war. France 
was held to be unready. Russia was 
lool<ed upon as on the brink of revolu- 
tion. Iiotli political and Industrial. 
Ungland was thought to be preoccu- 
pied with Ulster and disinclined, in 
any circumstances, to risk anything in 
a Kreat Continental struggle not di- 
rectly affecting her. Italy's help »a.-< 
resarded as a foregone conclusion. 

"The idea of the Belgians' resistance 
to tJermany's temporary invasion was 
hardly considered. Tlmt Belgium could 
offer military ^o{)j>aBttlo" worthy ..r 
I'Ipvna never entered Berlin's inind. 

...-Vierlcan sympathy was absolut<i\ 
countcil upon. Its absence is the crud- 
est disappointment the Kaiser's Gov- 
crntiiciit has so far suffered, 

■li.s miscalculations In regard to 
Knglarui were perhaps the greatest of 
all. It scouted the thought of an Kmk- 
Ush army, or the idea that a Kitrhi iicr 
miKbt .-iii lili-nly be placed in charge of 
it. The '■.••rmans have been educated 
by their political professors to believe 
that a great Buropean war Involving 
(ireat Britain meant the Independence 
of Canada, Austria and .South Africa, 
and revolutions in India and F.gypt." 

Commenting upon this remarkable 
declaration the Courier-Journal says: 

"It is inconceivable In America that 
the Germans could look forward to 
rebellion In South Africa, Canada or 
Australia as a result of an attack 
upon Great Britain. No political con- 
ditions In either of the three de- 
pendencies give >;round for SUCh 
views. India and lOyypt might make 
advantage of »ny seemingly good 
opportunity to rebel, but it is not 
altogether certain that India would. 
Many thinking Indians have desired 
autonomy, such as Australia has, 
rather ilian separation from the 
British Kmpire. The "Pax BriUn- 
nlca" is rMpected by Indian princes 
who are still In possession of their 
thrones as a bar to India's returning 
to the condition of a cock pit. In 
which Kngland found It. 

"It is Inconceivable In America that 
(Germans of the better Informed 
classes' could have believed that 
American sympathy would have been 
with any European nation seemirm-ly 
the aggressor In a great Kuropeaii 
war. The other mlHCalcuialioiis might 
have been more easily, and reason- 
ably, made, with the exception of that 
with regard to the Irish question keep- 
ing open a split between British after 
a declaration of f'.ermany's purposes. 
Anyone must have known that a move- 
ment against the United Kingdom by 
a Continental Power would unify the 
Hritlsh upon the instant." 

MEXICAN WAR BARELY MISSED. 

Washington. Aug. 18.— Just how dose 
the United States came to being In- 
volved In a war with Mexico as re- 
cently as a fortnight ago was revealed 
today by some high officials of the 
Administration. 

When Gen. Carranza abruptly re- 
jected the overturef of the peace en- 
voys sent by Provisional President 
Carbajal, and at the same time ignored 
the diplomatic efforts of the American 
f-.overnment to ring a peaceful entry 
of the Constitutionalists Into Mexico 
City, drastic measures wert urged up- 
on President Wilson. 

Many members of the Cabinet— It Is 
said a majority — argued In favor of 
.sendint; American troops from Vera 
Cruz to the Mexican capital to prevent 
the anarchy that was then expected to 
follow from the failure of the Carbajal 
Government and the ConstltutlonallsU 
to reach an agreement. 

President Wilson, however, flrmly re- 
sisted all pressure, arguing that the 
sending of American troops to Mexico 
City, even on a mlaslon of order, would 
probably mean war With the approMdi- 
Ing Constitutionalists.

SIQQEST CROP OF 

APPLES SINCE tt. 



The great apple crop of the United 
States this year is causing great satis- 
faction In fruit trade circlea. The 
prosperous outlook for the autumn Is 
nowhere brighter than appears to the 
leading fruit groers of the country. 
Interesting estimates by fruit growers, 
shippers, brokers and managera of 
stores are published In the current Is- 
sue of the Fruit Trade Journal. 

The forecast by that publication Is 
that the apple crop will hi- ilir Kicatest 
since 1886, when it aggregated 6U,0U0.- 
000 barrels. Its figures place the total 
yield of this year at from 60.000.000 to 
68,000,000 barrels. On this linsls prom- 
inent commission merchants assert 
that the best apples will be purchas- 
aMr next year at prices not exceeding 
$J a barrel. 

"We have good Information." says 
the Fruit Trade Journal, "concerning 
boxes of apples, and e say the crop 
will be: CoUfornla. at least 6000 cars; 
Oregon, Ashland to Freewater, 2.850, 
cars; Washington, at b ast l.^.OOO cars. 
Utah and Montana, 1,0U0 cars; Idaho. 
1,000 cars; Colorado, 5,000 cars; New 
Mexico. 1.500 cars." There are 600 
boxes to a car. 

"In Western New Vork the crop Is 
estimated at being the larKest since 
189fi. 'l"he I'niteil .Stuli-.s I icpartineut 
of Agriculture figures It at eighty-eight 
per cent normal and eighty-four per 
cent of a ten year average. These fig- 
ures are said to be much below the 
mark by experienced and reliable fore- 
casters anil growers 

"Notable Kains art- r*-p(irt4-(l from all 
the New lOnglund Slates 'with the ex- 
ception of Connecticut. Jdalne has a 
splendid crop, two million barrels oiF 
which promise to be of desirable size 
and quality. The Vermont crop Is re- 
p<irted to be large and the outlook for 
fruit of fine (luality Is bright. 

"In Illinois the outlook is for a short- 
er crop than last year because of In- 
jury done by codling moth and other 
fruit pests. Michigan will have an un- 
precedentedly large crop. In Missouri 
the crop will be smaller than that of 
last year, and If Ben Davis and Gano 
apples were no Sf . plentiful In the 
Ozarka section prfSspecta this year 
would be discouraging, llie outlook In 
the Ozarks at the time the trees were 
In bloom pointed to an Immense yield, 
but blossom blight subsequently made 
its ap|>earance and played havoc with 
Jonathons and many other varieties. 

"Virginia will have a large oro— 
soma say a record In point of slse— and 
growers there are already negotiating 
with raltroads for a sufficient number 
of cars to move their crop. 

"In 11112-1913 New York received 2,- 
200,000 barrels and the exports 
amounted to 882,118 barrels, thus leav- 
ing only l,IIT.88t.barrels for local con- 
sumption. In 19U-1914 New York got 
1,100.000 barrels, and exports were 
6*l,tfO barrels, thus leaving Ut,M 
tNurala for tookl oonaumption."

Poultry Ocewing Opportunities. 

The farmers of Northern Kentucky. 
In the opinion of the Covington I'ost. 
are making a mistake In not en- 
gaging more extensively in the poul- 
try business. 

Doubtless there Is room In Northern 
Kentucky as (ilsewhere in the .State 
for great expansion of the poultry in- 
dusirv. In 1908. according to I'eileral 
1 en^u.t figures, Ohio ami .Ml.s.fipurl eacll 
pri.duced more than lll»,Oi)U,ooo worth 
of eggs, while Illinois produced ap- 
proximately the same. Indiana pro- 
duced more than 8I.'',ooo,iiimi worth, 
while the value of the eutt iiroiluct In 
Kentucky was $7.60.^.1 Hi 'Itie luim- 
bi-r of eKKH prcHliireM in KiMitucky 
was only a little more tliun half the 
production In Indiana. 

Missouri, all things considered, 
probably Is the leading poultry State 
In the union, but Missouri's prestige 
in the poultry liuslness bus been won 
since the Woritl w Fair wa.i to-bl In 
St. Louis. In ten years the value of 
the eggs produced has more than 
doubled. 

The Federal census reported more' 
than 8,000.000 chickens In Kentucky 
In 1909 and estimated their value at 
a hull' less than {4,000,000. But these 
same chickens, as noted In the fore- 
going, produced more than IT.OOO.OOO 
worth' of eggs. The fanners of Ken- 
tucky once looked upon the egg busi- 
ness as small business. Many of 
them even now do not realize the 
Imm. ii.'^i- value of the egg production 
of the r^iuntry. The eggs are gath- 
ered In from the four comers of the 
earth, here a few and there a few. but 
In the aggregate the number runs Into 
the millions. And the State is not do- 
ing half as well aa It might do In the 
egg line with the roper development 
of the industry. 

' The Increase of poultry nocRa on 
the farms ts altogether practical and 
that Is the character of Increase that 
Is needed. Production will not t>e 
muterlally helped by city farmers who 
go into till' poultry buHltie.s.i uniler 
tlie mistaken impression that "there's 
millions In It." These misguided souls 
will come and go as ever and always, 
but the real chicken raising must be 
done on the farms."

I«ndon, Aug. 19. — The curt an- 
noimcemant in a telegram from Brus- 
sels dated last night of fierce lighting 
botwoon Belgian and German troops 
along an extended front is generally 
accepted In London, today «« Indicating 
the real beginnini' of the first great 
battle in the war. 

The (Jerman attack Ih today again 
reported made on the direct ordurs of 
Bmporer William himself to his gen- 
erals in the field. 

The exact extent of the line of the 
(Ighting has not yet been revealed but 
presumably it stretches In a north and 
south line. Beyond this ita definite 
location la virtually guess work. 

Refugees from Diest^ Tlrlemont and 
other towiis in that section of Belgium, 
who tied as the Germans approached, 
are coining into Brussels In great num- 
bers. They declare that since the in- 
habitants vacated Tlrlemont German 
shells have been dropping In the town 
and that subsequently the Belgians 
broke the German advance there at the 
point of the hayiinet.

I'niess there in sufllcient lime 
present in the soil to neiitrnllze the 
ucid as it forni.s, It will accuniiilate 
and produce an acid soil. The luck of 
lime In the soli may then bo con 
sldered the real cause of the acidity 
which deveioiis Thla lack of lime In 
me soil.s l.s hriiiiKlit about by leach- 
liiK, by cropliiiiK. and by the absence 
f lime in the rock from which the 
soil was formed. 

"Practically all the loss of lime from 
the soil is caused by leaching. Ih the 
formation of soil from rocks, the soil 
always acunlre.s lime. Whenever the 
rainfall Is sumcient, the lime is gen- 
erally washed out of the soil into 
.streams and away to the ocean. Lime, 
tlien, does not accumulate In soils In 
humid areas, but in regions of little 
rainfall it does collect and so is pros 
ent to neutralise any acidity which 
may exist. "

A LETTER FROM OKLAHOMA. 




Marshall, Okla., Aug. 10th. 
Bdltor Big Sandy News: — 

Your iiapor cnincs In me pvery week 
and 1 iKitt- in la.st wppU s paper What 
"Mountaineer" xiiys iihiiut > uur paper 
'Which causes yi>ii in say in heavy head 
lines "We blush a.s we bi>w." I have 
« time convincing some Blue Grass 
and Bowling Qreen people as well us 
others who have read "The Trail of 
the Lonesome Pine" and nlher feud 
■torles. I quote what you say rela- 
tive to the c'ual, oil, gas, timber, oake 
ovens, etc. and convince many of the 
wonderful growth and development of 
of that country. I tell them if father 
had held onto his farm at Mouth of 
John's" Creeli and Heaver Creek his 
.^family Would have been well off, but 
^of course no one' knew of the wopder- 
■''iful wealth underneath the grouhctt'^ 

I left Bandy Valley when 20 years of 
age In 18C9. Came to Kansas .Tuly 24, 
1869. Stopped with a cousin who carrio 
from Kentucky and was then living; on 
John Calebo place, the owner of which 
was a Shawnee Indian. I had hear^ 
•f Tecuiiifleh and his brother the 
I>ropheta doings at TIppacanoe and all 
along the Ohio river and while it was 
hot weather in .luly, I would almost 
Iiave a congestive chill at nltht fear- 
ing these Shawnee Indians might make 
a n\gb.t Ktt>^l'> I got acquainted 
'With them later on when I attended a 
eaiapmeetlng near Kansas City at 
Shawnee town, ICansas, and there got 
acquainted with Jonathan Gore, a white 
Kentucklan and a lawyer, who married 
Chief Blue Jacket's daughter, and be 
and hla father had five farms, with a 
good brick house on each farm. 

▲t the campmeeting Blue Jacket the 
chief, preached along with other In- 
dians and whites from the Indian mls- 
alon near Kansas City. They preached 
and prayed all night. The Indians lay 
proatrate on the ground and prayed in 
Shawnee, some in English, and I never 
-in my life saw such devout worship- 



large numbers and were promised ex- 
emption from military duty, and also 
exemption from jury and witness du- 
ties as they do not believe In going to 
law. The Russians were glad to have 
them come among them as they taught 
the wild Russians how to farm. They 
did well in Kusala iia furmers make 
Rood living and sulHclent money to 
pay tithes or unr-tenth of their income 
to the church. There is a lance body 
of them In Cheyenne county, and they 
have the be.st cultivated farms in their 
settlement that I know of. In Kansas 
they lived In rommunities and hud 
things in common. One large stove 
would cook for people. 1 visited their 
school at CantuncmenL Was acquaint- 
ed with a German friend (1 speak, rend 
and write (Jerman) stayed all niKht 
wllh them as there were only lniliani< 
in their TepeKs. I helped sioK iheii 
tierman soiik!*. That was I'll yi ii 
ut{o and the children were awkward 
and I thougijt rude, and I told Mrs. 
Lukenblll, inatron of the school, 1 had 
heen enpaned In educational work 
ainotiK the whileti, hut 1 didn't thini\ i 
could stand the work annniK the wild 
Cheyenne Indian children. She told 
me In Oermnn, as she suld "she could 
not much English speak", which 1 will 
c.vpluin In English, "I love these chil- 
dren: It's my life's work: 1 feel it here 
in mein lii rtzen" liii my heiiit) and she 
pressed her liand on her heart, and .so 
1 say If disembodied spirits are allow-

pers, no not e'ven in the Big Sandy 
campmeetlngs. So I've referred to 
them ever since as the "Praying Band 
of Indians." 

Since that time I've been In Kansas. 
Colorado, and in I'tah amonK the half | 
breed Utah Mormons, and I prefer the ! 
Indiana to those Utah half-breeds. I 
am hot one that says "The best Indian 
Is a dead Indian. I went among the 
real wild tribes after seeing these good 
Shawnees. "Went to Colorado for my 
In alih as I was advised by the doctors 
a railroad was built to Kit, Carson. 
Colo., 16 miles from Denver.' 'With 
nine others we hired French Pete to 
take us to Denver. 

Cheyennes and Arrapahoe Indians 
were the bad plains Indians and I 
think I have calouses on my elbow as 
I used to, along with others, rear up on 
right elbow, shade our eyea with other 
hand and watch for Indiana. They 
murdered some people Juat a few mllea 
from us on Big Muddy and we heard 
of It where we camped at Johnny Red- 
ding's ranch. He said to French Pete, 
"Why did you bring these tenderfeei 
out . here when you know the Chey- 
ennea are on the 'warpath T We ten- 
derfeet aiiked Johnny Redding If there 
wasn't dtisena,. militia and soldiers 
enough to stop their warfare. "Stop 
the Indian War," he said. "We don't 
want it stopped. How would we 
ranchmen, stage stations and contrac- 
tors get any hay, feed and other con- 
tracts If the war stopped?" 

The Conleys — Winston, Harmon and 
Asa — were out in Kansas before 1 was. 
I married In Kan."!as and have lived In 
the 'West ever since. My farm In 
Kingrllaher county Is .within Ave miles 
of the Cheyenne and Arrapahoe Reser- 
vatkm cuid those wild Cheyennes and 
Arinapataoes have made the most rapid 
advancement in a quarter of a century 
of any savaKes the world has ever 
known. The Quakers tried them first 
but the Mennonltes, a Oerman tribe, 
who left Germany because they were 
opposed to war, and went to Russia in 
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The Grand Castle uf the Knights of 
the Golden Eagle met here In the K. n. 
E. hall Tuesday, Aug. Uth, and was 

called to order by Grainl Chief Chris- 
tian ("line, of Coninionweallh Castle No. 
6, of Covington, Ky. .Ml olllcers and 
delegates were present except the del- 
egate from Bolts Fork Castle No. 8.

Coal, of Mayaville, Ky., acting as Dep- 
uty Supreme Chief, assisted by Past 
Grand Chief Alex Simpson installed as 
Grand Chief ofllcers for the ensuing 
term as follows: Christian Cllne. of 
Commonweali li Casile. c,,viJiKton. Past 
CSrand Chief; Hro. Charles .Manning, of 
Enterprise Castle, Grand Chief; Bro. 
Jessie Hicks, of Park City Castle, 
Grand Vice Chief; Bro. John. G. Kiley. 
of Charity Castle; Grand Master ..f 
Heeords; and the other subordlnaie 
Grand olUcers.

KEKTUCKY CROP REPORT. 
' AHgust 10, 1914. 



The crop report as of Ausnsi ist is 
the must discouraging one that has 
been laaued from IMa department fiar 
many seasons. The report iaaued iaat 

month, while dismal In lonny reapeata, 
hud H hopeful undertone, as reasonable 

rains could then have saved the croiM 
more or less. There has not been a 
general rain in the last mont^i. lusuf- 
fldent showers have fallen i:t dUTerant 
localities and condltiona have deteri- 
orated In practically every portion of 
tlie State. It Is now too late for the 
rains to do early corn any «ood what- 
ever. The corn that was iilaiiled afti-r 
June iHt would be materiully aided by 
a ^ood rainfall. Tobacicn will come 
out with anything like a good rain, and 
the damage haa not been so serious to 
the lol>at.co crop as to the corn crop. 
Pastures h.-ive dried up and stock wa- 
ter IS very scarce In many places. The 
lack of good drinking water bus seem- 
ed to Injure stock more than the luck 
uf pasture. 

Corn IwiK ilropped from a condition of 
81 per cent to (,:• per cent, Burley to- 
bacco from G.'i per cent to 56 per cent. 
Dark toliucco from a condition of 67 
per cent to 62 per cent. Clover jius- 
turea are dtaappearing, showing a con- 
dition of 6S per cent. Bluegrass 64 
per cent and alfalfa 65. Cow peas and 
oy beans are resisting the dro\i>!lii li, i- 
ter than any other of the forune < rops'. 
Again we would like to call Htiention 
to the possibilities of these two legumes 
and the farmer who has sowed a few 
acres of either of these plants in all 
probability will have buy for the win- 
ter, as well us ImprovliiK his land. 
I->ults are droppliiK off the trees on 
account of the drought conditions. The 
condition of apples Is given at (2 i>er 
cent, pears at fl and peaches at 7.'i. 
Live stock conditions arc given: 
Horse.i yi' per cent, cattle 89. hogs 83. 
and sheep 83 per rent. Poultry as a 
rule la doing well. Garden conditions 
are given at SI per cent. 

While rain would not do the corn 
crop any good, yet it woiiM be of great 
help to the man wlio h is sown late 
m.iturinK foraue rroi"^ Tlori- has been' 
loll liltle snmiiier plowliiK done on ' 
account of the ground being loo much! 
(lacked to break up In good condition: 
•■"armers are urged to aow rye, barley 
wheat as early as pomdble In order 
to have winter poaturea. Winter or 
Hairy Vetch Is fast becoming an Im- 
ri.'int part of our winter pastures. 
This Is u leguminous pant and can be 
sown with rye, and will make hay 
early in the spring If this mixture la 
cut before the rye heads. 

Great care should be exerrised to 
prevent fires spreading in the ilelds. 
The forests are btcomini: drv i-ioniRh 
for lire to spread rapidly if once light- 
ed. The water aupply of aaveral towns 
has become so low that the health 
authorities are warning the farmers as 
Well as the city dwellers of the danger 
(■f usiiiK water from stagnant wells or 
pools or from low springs. Two dry 
.-iea.son)) In successluu have rendered 
conditions very unproralalns from an 
agricultural standpoint In Kentucky, 
and Just at the time when prices are 
highest for' live stock kn<iwn In many 
years, the Keniuekv farmer Is unable 
to keep his fsrm \\< \\ stocke<I on ue- 
count of the drought condltums. He. 
however, will be well repaid who man- 
ages to bold on to his breeding slock 
under theae conditions.

Houston, wlio pointed out that the 
United Btates was practically the only 
large food pradodnc Qpnntry vndto- 
tiirbed. 

"If Oermany and Auetria cannot 
control the high seas," he eald, "it will 
be very dlilicult for food supplies from 
tlUa country to reach them. This would 
not have a very serious effect on our 
exports, becauae a very amaU propor- 
tion Is takbn by theee countries. Of 
the wheat and wheat flour expr)rted in 
191S— about 140,000,000 liushels -only 
IS.UUO.OOO went to Qermany and Aus- 
tria, if they were to control the high 
seas it would aerlously .interfere with 
the marketing of the greater part of 
the foodstuffs we export. 

"If, on the other hand. ICnRlund. 
Kraiicc and Hu.sHia, control the hi^b 
seuH, we should be able to market in 
the near future wiUiOnt great diflloulty 
the great mass of our exportable food 
products. E^en If they cannot con- 
trol the seaa they are going to take 
every sort of reasonable risk to get 
supplies, and on account of their ex- 
tenalve shore lines and large ahipping 
facilltlea they would doubtleea secure 
a very considerable part of what they 
need." 

Expert Crepe. 

Secretary Houston pointed out that 
cotton, corn, wheat and meat products 
constituted the largest proportion of 
agricultural exports. He said that his 
department's statistics of production 
and exports of corn Hhi-w*-'! a de<Tcasc 
of over 600,000,000 bushels in 1913 from 
1912, and added: "It doea not seem to 
me likely that we are going to have a 
very large amount of corn to export." 

Imi»ortatlons of c«>rn the past >car 
exceeded cvports liy nearly l',i)00,O0() 
bushels, and with the crop for tlie 
present year 500,000,000 buahels less 
than that of 1»I2, Mr. Houaton thinka 
it probable that this country could 
consume it all without much reduction 
In price, if any. The demand from 
abroad for corn for food is expected to 
to maintain the present liriccM. 

"This season," said the Secretary, 
"lias a result of which there undoubt- 
edly u nome shortage, now eatlmated 
at apiiroximately 300,000,000 bushels. 
This shortUKe may l>c furtlit r iniTias- 
ed by destruction of the crops or fail- 
■<ire to harvest them through the. di- 
version of toborers into the army. Alt 
these factors will tend to Inorease the 
demand abroad for American wheat 
and strentrthen prices. If there is an 
Incrc.iscd fiirelxn demand for wheat 
we can nrlainly supply it, but can 
they get it •.' " 

"OmlttifiK liie ships plying to the 
Orient and to the .South, and takinK 
Into account only the ships that clear 
for Kurope from the United States, we 
know that in l!ir.' the tonnage of mer- 
cliant vessels was 17,727,000 tons. Of 
that 17,000,000 tons, 2,900,000 tone be- 
long to neutral countriea and 10,800.- 
000 to Gitgland. France or Russia. Only 
3,100,000 belong to Germany and Aus- 
tria. 

M^ei Have Feed. 

"It theae qpi^ntries want foodstuffs 
from thla country (and this is one of 
the few C€>untrie« from which they get 
them, becjmse it is one of tiie few 
large food- producing countries at 
present undisturbed), they will not 
depend exclusively upon shipping cus- 
tomarily clearing from this country. 
They win regard rood Just as much a 
military necessity aa arms or ammuni- 
tion and they will be Just as desirous 
r getting it. 'Armies tight on theii 
liellies.' 

The total merchant tonnage of the 

world la 45,800,000. of which 17,871,000 
belongs to neutral countries and 23,- 
029,000 to KiiRland. France and Russia, 
leaving, 5, 500,000 in rcnind numbers 
belonging to Oermany and Austria. 
Bngland alone doea about 60 per cent 
of the carrying trade. 

"If Congress takes advantaKe 
promptly of the present situation and 
enacts legislation for tlie enlargement 
of the merchant marine under the 
American flag, not only would great 
temporary relief be allorded, but a 
permanent advance would be made. 

"The greatest problem," said the 
Secretary, "is tlic ccittun situation. 
Many factories In France are in the 
war i^cinc. Russia will be affected, and 
If KiiKland can get the cotton and 
market it, there, is no special reason 
why she ahould not continue her man- 
ufacturing on a considerable scale. 1 
do not see how any distnrlianic will 
cume to the Bngllsh manufacturers as 
far as labor to ooncemed. The neutral 
countries, Italy, Japan, Spain and the 
United States, will seek to increase 
output and find larger amounts. 

"Making every allowance, if seems 
likely llu-re will lie ditflcul.ty In dis- 
posing of at least from 3,000,000 tu 4,- 
1)00,000 bales of cotton. Probably con- 
siderable local relief can be afforded 
the producers of cotton. It remains to 
lie considered whether the Oovernment 
throucli the Treasury actliiM under the 
.\lilrich-\reeland act, mi- wlnlber the 
Federal Reserve Board can furnlah re- 
lief. If they can do so, adequate bus- 
inees arrangements can be made."

If any, would in your Judgment be Jua- 
tlflable and warrantable in the cir- 
cumstances. 

"1 feel hat thia ia a matter which we 
cannot let paaa by without trying to 
serve the country. Certainly the coun- 
try ought to be defended, if possible, 
against men who would take advantage 
of such circumstances to Increase the 
price of food and the difflcultles of lov- 
ing. Faithfully yoiirs, 

"WOODROW WILSON." 
President Is iinpreeeed. 

The President took up the question 
of increasing prices the flrst thing to- 
day and was Impressed by the pres- 
sure of the siination. He at once de- 
cided that legal action should t>e taken 
if possible, and that if there were no 
law coverlng^ the question new legisla- 
tion should be passed. 

(irllcials said ttie President consid- 
ered that in many cases the increases 
were wliolly unjustiflahie. When he 
returned from Mrs. Wilson's burial at 
Rome, Ga., reaolutions already had 
been introduced In the Houae calUng 
on tb'- ni'partment of .lutlce to report 
what action llu'> wi'fe t.'ikinf?. Presi- 
dent Wilson's Inleresi in the situation, 
however, was wholly 'apart from that, 
and he probably would have taken ac- 
tion before had it not been for the 
death in the White House.

"The Department by Jta special 
agents In various parts of the country 
has Instituted an investigation Into 
the marked Increases In the prices of 
foodstuffs since the outbreak of the 
E^uropean war with a view of ascer- 
taining whether the Increfises are due 
to any combination or combinations in 
restraint of trade or other unlawful ac- 
tion. Please co-operate by communi- 
cntinK to the depai tnn iit any iiifurina- 
tliln which you can obtain on the sub- 
ject, together with your opinion In re- 
iiiect of the appropriate action to be 
taken" 

The responses are already beginning 
to come In on the deiiartment from the 
telegraphic notice of theas instructions. 

The department haa been Inquiring 
for several montha Into the question of 
increased prices prior to the European 
war. It has bad under way an Inquiry 
iiii.i thi' incria.sc In the cost of meats, 
with special reference to the Argen- 
tine situation: the increaaed cost of 
eggs, nugar, canteloupes and other 
commodities.

The newspaper Is a huge shop win- 
dow, carried about the town tind de- 
livered regularly Into thousands of 
homes, to be examined at the leisure 
of the reader. This shop window is 
unlike the actual plat glass showcase 
only In one respect — it makes display 
of deeortptlona Instead of articles. 

You have often been impressed by 
the difference between the decorations 
of two window-trimmers, each of whom 
• •mployed the same materials for his 
work. The one drew your attention 
and held it by the grace and cleverness 
and art manifested in his display. The 
other realized so little of the possibil 
ities in the materials placed at his 
disposal, that unless some one called 
your attention to his mediocrities you 
would have Kone on unconscious of 
their existence. 

An advertiser must know that he 
Rets his reaulta in accordance with the 
sldll exercised In preparinf his verbal 
displays. lie must make people stop 
and pause. His oopy haa to stand out. 

He must not only make a ahow of 
things that are attractive to the eye 
but are attractive to the people's needs, 
aa well. 

The window- trimmer must not make 
the mistake of thinking that the show- 
iest stocks are the most salable. The 
advertiser must not make the mtotake 
of thinking that the ahowiest words 
are the most olinohlng. 

Windows are too few In number to 
be used with Indiscretion. The good 
merchant puts those tjooibi liack of his 
plate glass which nine people out of 
ten will want, once they hava aaen 
them. 

The good advertiaer telto about goods 
which nine readers out of ten will buy. 
if they ran be convinced. 

Newsiiaper upace itself Is only the 
window. Just as the showcase ia but a 
frame for merokandlaei ptotuaaa. .A 
window on a crowded atreet. in the 
best neighborhood, where prosperous 
I>ersons pass continually. Is more de- 
sirable than one in a cheap, aparsely 
settled neighborhood. An advertise- 
ment in a newepapar with the most 
readers and tha moat proapoMMia ooea, 
poaaessee a great advantage over the 
same copy, in a medium oirculatlng 
among persons who iiussess less means. 
It would be foolish for a shop to build 
Ita windows in an alleyway-HUid Just 
as mueh ao to put ita advertiaing Into 
newivapega wbloh are diatributad 
amanK '^Uer-^eraUera."

WILSON AQAlNST LOA. 

^,FOR EUROPEAN 

Washington, August Ifc— President 
Wilson was confrontad ^day with the/ 
problem of whether American hankie 

shall be permitted to float loans in the 
I'nItiMl .States for any of the countriee 
engaged In the European war. 

Tliough the Preeldent haa not reach- 
ed a flnai decision, he is strongly op- 
posed to the Idea. The question arose 
through the desire of J. P. Morgan & 
Co. to float a loan of several hundred 
million dollars for the French Govern- 
ment. Inquiry waa ma4e 4i£i^ State 
Department by the Mor#if^W|Ma;to 
whether the flotation of ai^^ltli^ffiiliSan 
would be regarded as .|k ,^Matlmi of 
neutrality. Secretary Bryan discussed 
the subject with the Pretfdent, who to 
studying it carefully before rettiTnlng^ 
a nnai answer. 

Beside J. P. Morgan A.C(^ It la un- 
derstood another New Tork hanking 
house of prominence In desirous of 
floating a loan for Austria, hut the 
State Department has not yet been 
approached, so far aa could be learned 
tonight, with any fornml inquiry as to 
questiona of neutrality involved. 

While there Is no provision in the 
American neutrality etatutes against 
the loaninR of money to foriiKii na- 
tions and no international agreement 
eziaU forbidding It-aa a violation of 
neutrality, the President's Judgment is 
that If It were permitted serious mla- 
understanding might ensue in Europe 
as to th«t real attitude of the American 
Government and people toward the 
different natioiut In the present strug- 
gle. A loan ■ waa floated . for Japan 
during the Russo-Japanese War, but, 
notwithstanding the' precedent, it Is 
President Wilson's belief that the in- 
tluence of the American Oovernment 
i.iiKhl to be exerted so far as possible 
toward reducing the length of the 
strife rather than adding elementa for 
Its" prolongation. He Is likewise op- 
posed to the sending of larpe niiantl- 
ties of gold from the United .States at 
a time whan domestic financial needs 
are [laramount. 

The possibility of stirring up ill 
feeling among the numerous bodlee of 
citizena in the United States of par- 
ticular aympatfaies in the Ruropean 
war is alSQ regarded by the President 
a potent j-eaaon for discouraging 
the floating of loans. By preserving 
strict neutrahty to the letter, he be- 
{leves the position of the United States 
wilt be most secure In the present 
emergency and less likely to leave ill 
efCecta after the war is over

"Whitaker's London Abnanacfk esti- 
mates the world's population In 1913 at 
1.623,800,000. So It will be seen that 
the warring nations of today represent 
Just a little more than half the world's 
population as they also do of its area." 

These figures include In the Ger- 
man Empire 1,000,000 aquare miles 
of African territory. The continent 
of Africa is atanoet wholly included 
In the flgures, becauae so much of it 
is held by the Powers now at war. 
Great Britain's Asian and Australasian 
possessions are Included. These far- 
away poesesslons are not partidpanta 
In the war and Will probably figure 
In it only as the subjects of the re- 
mapping of the world that will follow 
the European struggle. Half of the 
world, from one point of view, is at 
war. But the geographical limits of 
the war upon land can hardly be ex- 
Delisted to Include more territory than 
that which lies within the boundaries 
of the United States. The theater of 
the actual fighting will be, of course, 
very much smaller.

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OFFICIALS SAY PIKE IS DRY. 

Plkevllle, Ky., Aug. 18.— Sheriff 
George MuUlns. and County Judge 
Stallard have lust completed a thor- 
ough and exhaustive search, with the 
Joint aid of Wfst VirKinia otlicials, for 
alleged bootleKgers and illicit whiskey 
dealers who were said to have been 
interfering with the enforcement of 
prohibltloh In West Virginia by their 
operations from across the border line 
in Pike county. This .search was in- 
stituted in answer to cimiplaiiit.s fnitn 
West Virginia people that Illicit whis- 
key business was being carried on In 
South WiUlamson, a part of the little 
town on the Kentucky side that is the 
county seat of Mingo county, W. Va., 
antf at other points along the border. 

The Kentucky olhcials left here two 
weeks ago Intending to ninlic IIumi- Iti- 
vestigatlnns along the frontier line 
from Williamson to WarnclilTe, 
miles above. At Williamson Circuit 
Judge .James Damron met the Ken- 
tucky delegation and assured them of 
every possible aid In their sean li. ami 
under his direction the InvcsllKatioii 
at South VVilliam.Moii wu.t iinnuiliat. ly 
taken up. Sheriff Greenway Hatdeid, 
of Mingo county also furnished a dep- 
uty, and after examining several dtl- 
Ifens of that locality under oath the 
<Hld rumors were found to have been 
absolutely groundless. 

The same resulU met the investi- 
gators of both State.H all along their 
route to VVarncliffi-, tli.- home of Itoht. 
Buuklrk, prominent whi.tUey man of 
Uingo oounty; and the nearest point 
to that place at which whiskey could 
be procured waa at Busklrk's saloon 
Just across the State line In Virginia. 

This ts regarded by offlclnis of both 
States as most positive proof that the 
prohibition laws of West Virginia are 
being oliHerved by both the people of 
State and the people of I'lke

'.ONCRETE PRISON. 

• Plkfe county' Is now building what 
■ -lay safely be called the i Strongest 
rlBon iti the State of Kentucky. This 
•V risen Is located next door to the 
ji^ltM house In Plkevllle, and Its grim 
^Wklla, '<^th grated windows inset, have 
:«oen flnlshed. These walls are of re- 
inforced concrete, and the floors and 
celling of the prison are of the same 
material, maUng what may be termed 
« solid concrete and metal building, 
from which It will be Well nigh Im- 
Kd^ilble for a prisoner to break forth. 
The prison will contain two stories, 
with a thick concrete Hoor and celling 
tor each, and heavy window gratings 
Mt In the concrete. Baoh floor will 
have a double row of oelU and shower 
baths with a corridor running entirely 
around each, atao a corridor between 
the rows of caUa, with ssparats wards 



for men and women. When finished, 
thi.s will be one of the most modern 
and safe prisons In Kentucky. 

The jailer's residence, which is also 
being built just in front of the jail, 
will be another beautiful addition to 
the city of Plkevllle. It will oontaln 
eight rooms besides a spacious base- 
ment, and the walls will be uf glazed 
brick with a touch of the pyramid de- 
sign in the foundation. 

The jail and jailer's residence will 
cost approximately |SO,000 when com- 
pleted. 



COLD STORAGE PLANT 0PBN8. 

The new cold storage plant -erected 
on Second street by Jamies Hatcher, 
owner of the Pike hotel here, also of 
large timber, mineral and land Inter- 
ests in the Sandy Valley, has lust been 
completed, and the flrst |iroiiu<t was 
from the Ice cream department made 
in six minutes. 

The plant Is equipped with an Em- 
ery Thompson Brine Ice cream ma- 
chine, with a capacity of 6" KallouB per 
hour, and has two 4-ton .lack h'ro.st 
retri(reratliii.' niaehines. The second 
floor of the building will be used as a 
flat, and the flrst will contain a meat 
market and seven refrigerated rooms 
ranging In temperature from 84 d 
grees down lo 7.eri>. The nuinagemeiit 
plans to be able to supply the entire 
upi)er Sandy Valley with meat, fruits 
ets. 

Mr. Hatcher Is also planning to es 

tabllsh a dairy to be operated In con 

nectlon with his cold storage plant. 

the product of Whiell will l.e eonsluiM 

principally by the cold storage plant 
and hotel. t>ne hundred selected cows 
on his farm at Ivel, Ky., will supply 
the milk, and later this may be con- 
verted Into a general city dairy to 
supply Plkevllle, and perhaps also 
Prestonsburg.
